WASHINGTON, March 4 — 
Scovel Richardson, former St. 
Louisan who is now chairman 
ofthe Federal Parole Board, 
was nominated by President 
Eisenhower today to be a judge 
of the United States Customs 
Court. 


He was named to succeed 
William A. Ekwall, who died 
last October. The nomination 
is subject to confirmation by 
the Senate. 


Richardson was dean of Lin- 
coln University Law School in 
St. Louis when he was appoint- 
ed to the Parole Board in 1953. 
A year later he was elevated to 
the chairmanship of the board. 
He is 45 years old. 

He was the first Negro ad- 
mitted to membership in the 
Bar Association of St. Louis. 
‘Born in Nashville, Tenn., he 
studied law at Howard Univer- 
sity in Washington and prac- 
ticed for a short time in Chi- 
cago. 

In 1939 he joined the faculty 
of Lincoln Law School when the 
school was set up as a result of 
the Supreme Court decision re- 
quiring Missouri to provide 
equal educational facilities for

Richardson was a member of

PUBLIC PAYROLLS 
"ROSE TO RECORD 


WASHINGTON, March 4 
{AP)—A record 7,685,000 per- 
sons were on public payrolls 
last October. They drew pay- 
checks totaling $2,509,400,000 
for the month, the Census Bu- 
reau reported yesterday. 

This compared with 7,432,000 
on public payrolls and drawing 
paychecks totaling $2,264,500,- 
000 in October 1955. 

The bureau’s annual survey— 
always taken in October 
showed that 447 of every 10,000 

in the United States 
are on publie 


governments accounted 

for more than half the total 

number of employes and almost 

pen the total payroll. The fed- 

éral Government was next in 

both categories, followed by 
state governments. 

The breakdown by employes 
and payrolls showed: local gov- 
ernments, 3,953,000 and $1,284.,- 
100,000; Federal Government 
(civilian), 2,410,000 and $943,- 
700,000; state governments, 1.- 
332,000 and $381,600,000. Al- | 
though the federal payroll hit 
a monthly record’ of nearly 
$950,000,000, the number of em- 
ployes has been exceeded seven 
times since the survey began 
in 1940.

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KENTUCKY KEEPS 
BLOSE WATCH ON 
NURSNG HOMES 


By a Special Correspondent of 
the Post-Dispatch. 


LOUISVILLE, Ky., March 4 
—Kentucky has been keeping 
am official eye on its nursing 
homes since 1952. 

A state law was passed in 
that year for regular inspection 
and licensing of all hospitals, 
homes for the aged, maternity 
homes, infant nurseries, board- | 
ing schools for the handi- | 
capped, and nursing homes. 

A total of 166 hospitals and | 
146 “related institutions’ — 


most of them nursing homes— | 


are now covered by the law. 

Fire safety is a major pro- 

vision of the law. 
Nursing Home Rules. 

The following rules covering | 
this aspect of the licensing law | 
must be followed in nursing 
homes: 

1, An automatic fire-detec- 
tion system must be installed 
throughout the building, in- 
cluding basement and attic. 
Any excess heat .er rise in 
temperature sets off loud 
bells both inside and outside 
the home. 

2. If patients are housed 
on a third floor, a sprinkler 
system must be installed. 

3. Construction must be 
reasonably fire-resistant. For 
example, room partitions of 
easily combustible wood are 
outlawed, 

4. All stairways must be 
inclosed, with self-closing fire 
doors at top and bottom. 

5. At least two separate 
ways of exit must be pro- 
vided for each floor. 

6. Kitchens and furnace 
rooms must be separated 
from the rest of the nursing 
home by fire-resistant floors, 
ceilings and doors. 

Use of Standards. 

The thick volume of state 
fire-safety laws is based large- 
ly on standards set by the Na- 
tional Fire Protection Associa- 
tion and the National ‘Board of 
Fire Underwriters. 

Although inspection and li- 
c@nsing are responsibilities of 
Kentucky’s State Board of 
Health, fire-safety inspections 
are handled by the State Fire 
Marshal’s office. 

Without “substantial complli- 
ance” with the state fire code, 
no hospital or nursing home is 
licensed by the Board of Health. 
The penalty for operation with- 
ont a license: A fine of $100 to 
$500 for the first offense, and 
$500 to $1000 for each later of- 
fense. Each day of violation is 
considered a separate offense. 

Thus far, there have been no 
prosecutions, despite the admis- 
sion by state officials that some 
may be warranted.

Inspections of all institutions 
are made at-least once a year,

Troublesome nursing homes 
may be visited several times a 
year. At each visit, there must 
be evidence of improvement or 
warnings are given that legal 
action may be taken. 

Recalcitrants can be sum- 
moned to a public hearing be- 
fote the Board of Health or its 
appointees. The board can 
then revoke, suepend or deny 
a license. 

State Engineer Satisfied. 

Kentucky’s code, and its ap- 
plication to nursing homes, is 
considered highly satisfactory 
by State Engineer Plummer.

Other provisions of the li- 
censing law cover lighting, ven- 
tilation, hand-washing facilities 
and toilets, ‘general cleanliness, 
water supply, plumbing, gar- 
bage disposal, food handling, 
an adequate system for bed pa- 
tients to summon attendants, 
isolation of communicable dis- 
eases, and the like. 

The regulations carefully de- 
fine a nursing home. It is one 
which “primarily maintains fa- 
cilities for two or more non- 
related individuals who receive 
care in excess of room, board 
and laundry for more than 24 
hours due to chronic illness, 
convalescence, physical or men- 
tal defect or handicap, age or 
infirmity.” 

The law sets up a hospital 
council to act as an advisory 
bedy to the State Board of 
Health. It has 10 members, 
named by the Governor for 
three-year terms. 

Five members are physicians, 
one, the State Health Commis- 
sioner and. the others nomi- 
nated by the Kentucky State 
Medical Association. Five are 
hespital administrators, nomi- 
nated by the Kentucky Hospital 
Association.

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Answers to Homemakers’ 
Questions About Coffee

“enjoyment beverage,” but. the 


fact is that just about everybody in the United States takes 
their coffee mighty seriously.. There is,.of course, no reason 


at all why everyone who wishes 


to cannot make excellent coffee 


consistently. After all, coffee has only two ingredients: ground 


coffee and water. 


Hiowever, despite its simplicity It requires a 


certain amount of careful attention to get good résults, Here 
are some of the qusetions which come to me most frequently: 


Q. Which is the best method 
for making coffee? 

A. All three methods can 
produce very good coffee. The

A. No matter what method of 


coffee begins to “perk.” After 
that, remember to keep track of 
the length of time the coffee 
brews. It should percolate slow- 
ly for six to eight minutes, no 
longer. 


Timing is important for the 
vacuum method, too. After the 
water has risen into the upper 
bowl, stir the water and coffee 
thoroughly. Then retain the 
coffee in the upper bowl from 
one to three minutes by keeping 
it over low heat. 

When you use the drip meth- 
od, be sure that the water you 
pour into the upper container 
is boiling. After the dripping 
is completed, be sure to stir the 
brew thoroughly before serving. 


Add that extra touch to 
fish by serving it with this 


sauce: Combine one-half 
cup mayonnaise with two 
tablespoons white table 
wine and one teaspoon 
prepared mustard. Use 
whichever table wine you 
prefer, such as Sauterne, 
Reisling or Chablis. This

Tomorrow Is Shrove Tuesday, ‘Pancake Day’

H AVE you circled tomorrow 


on your kitchen calendar? 

It is Shrove Tuesday, you 
know, the traditional pancake 
day. Called “Mardi Gras” in 
French, it is a carnival day in 
Paris and the peak day of Mardi 
Gras festivities in many French- 
influenced cities in our own 
country. 

Translated literally, Mardi 
Gras. means “Fat Tuesday,” and 
alludes to an ancient custom in 
which the thrifty French house- 
wife made a last-minute attempt 
to use up whatever Lent-forbid- 
den fats she had on hand.

Q. Why should I start with 
cold water when I can draw hot 
water from the tap? 

A. Unless you live in a brand 
new house or apartment, the 
chances are that your hot,water 
pipes contain minerals which 
can easily ruin the flavor of 
your coffee. - It is much safer 
to start with water drawn from 
the cold water tap, letting it 
run freely for a few seconds 
before you start using it, 


Q. Why is it that we are con- 
stantly reminded that coffee 
never should be bbiled? 

A. The pleasant flavor of cof- 
fee depends upon certain sol- 
uble solids which are extracted 
from the ground coffee by the 
very hot water. When coffee 
reaches the boiling point, a 
chemical change takes place 
which alters the ingredients of 
the coffee to such an extent 
that the flavor is adversely af- 
fected. Once the coffee has 
boiled, it will never taste the 
same. That is, it does no good 
at all to cool it with the hope 
of restoring it to its original 
flavor. 


Q. Can you give. me a help- 
ful tip for each of the three 
most common methods of brew- 
ing coffee? 

A. If, you use a percolator, 
there are two important points 
to remember. ;« First, be sure to 
turn the heat low as soon as the 


of the ice. 

If you prefer, you may make 
regular-strength coffee and cool 
it in a non-metallie@container in 
the refrigerator for no more 
than three hours. Serve the 
chilled coffee in tall glasses 
with ice. x 

You also May make good iced 
coffee by using instant coffee. 
Use about twice as much instant 
coffee as you ‘would use for an 
average serving. Dissolve it in 
a small amount of water in the 
bottom of a tall glass. Then add 
ice cubes and water to fill. Stir 
thoroughly before serving. 

You probably will want to 
serve cream with iced coffee. 
For sweetening, simple sirup is 
a fine idea since it goes into 
solution with the coffee imme- 
diately. 


Q. Is coffee fattening? 

A. No. Each cup of black eof- 
fee contains a few calories, pos- 
sibly eight or 10 to a cup. .In- 
deed, coffee is a good friend to 
those who must adhere to a 
diet since it helps to offset hun- 

. fer and atthe same time gives 
the dieter a pleasant lift. 


Q. How do you make demi- 
tasse coffee? Italian coffee? 

A. Demitasse coffee can turn 
even the simplest dinner into 
an occasion. To make it Ameri- 
can style, brew coffee just as 
you regularly do but make it 
half again as strong as usual. 

Italian coffee is always made 
with a dark-roast Italian or 
Frenck style coffee, always very 
finely ground.

What kind of loaf bread is | 
the homemaker most likely to | 


buy? And how is bread used in 
today’s household? 

Here’s the picture that: de- 
veloped from a recent U. §S. 


+ Department of Agriculture mar- 


keting survey among homemak- 
ers in Rockford, Il. 

Though homemakers buy a 
variety of loaf berads, more 
than 95 percent purchase white 
bread. About half buy whole 
wheat and half rye bread, 
Slightly over a third buy French 
or Vienna bread and slightly 
less than a third buy raisin 


bread. Only 20 percent use any | 
of the other kinds of loaf bread. | 


Bread is served at all meals | 
in most homes, but in about | 
a fourth of the homes it’s not 
eaten at all meals by every- 
body in the family. More men 
than women eat bread at meals. 
Those passing up the bread 
plate usually are over 20 years 
old. But a considerable per- 
centage of children under 12 
don’t eat bread at every meal. 

More homémakers serve 
bread at the breakfast table, 
usually for toast, than at lunch 
More than half 
include bread in packed lunches 
—sandwiches, of course. About 
half serve bread in between- 
meal lunches.

From the Indian Embassy 


Zo the Editor of the Post-Diepatch: 
Your editorial, “Not the Time for 
~ Sanctions,” of Feb. 24, contains the 
following paragraph: 

“The dispute over Kashmir, which 
India has seized by military force. is 

..being handled cautiously by the U.N. 
Security Council. The Kashmir res- 
@iution does not even mention a 

- omy to allow the people of 

ashmir to express their preference 
as to affiliation with Pakistan or 
India.” 

This statement, if you would per- 
mit me to say so, is not factually 
correct. India did not seize Kash- 
mir by force or otherwise. There 
has been use of military force: but 
ft was on the part of Pakistan in 
October 1947 and later.

Indian forces entered Kashmir 
only after it became part of India 
by an act of accession under the 
procedure laid down by the British 
Government as part of the consti- 
tutional arrangements for the trans- 
fer of power in India. These forces 
went in for the sole purpose of de- 

"fending the people of the state 
against a forcible invasion in which 
unimaginable brutalities were com- 
gitted against the people. 

Before that date not a single In- 
dian soldier had been moved in the 
direction of Kashmir. The question 
had not arisen: and. the British of- 

ees. who were still commanding 
the Indian army, navy and air force, 
have testified that up to that time 
no plans had been drawn up for 
such an operation. 

The United Nations Commission 
for India and Pakistan recognized 
that the Pakistani invaders, regular

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The TVA Danger Grows 


While TVA moves deeper into the shadow of 
the most serious threat to its continued exist- 
ence in its 24 years’ history, a group of Ken- 
tuckians has called on Senators Cooper and 
Morton of their state to demand safeguards of 
the people's interests. 

TVA, which its enemies have not dared attack 
frontally, could be killed, or maimed past all 
recognition, either by financial strangulation or 
by hostile mismanagement. It now stands in the 
middie of a pincers movement from both 
dangers. 

Since the Eisenhower Administration began, 
the President has not recommended and Con- 
gress has not appropriated sufficient funds for 
TVA; the stated assumption was that the agency 
was to be authorized to obtain the needed funds 
by issuing bonds, but the President has not real- 
ly pressed for this authority and Congress has 
not yet granted it. 

Meanwhile, President Eisenhower's appointee 
as chairman of TVA, Gen. Vogel, whom the 
Louisville CourierJournal calls “a _ political 
hatchetman,” has been carrying on a one-man 
war against all TVA stands for, from his stra- 
tegic position as, supposedly, its head. This is an 
ironical situation indeed. 

What the Kentuckians went to Washington to 
demand, therefore, is a return to the principles 
Congress laid down in the TVA Act. They want 
the agency adequately financed—self-financed, 
since Congress has not accepted the far prefer- 
able method of appropriations—and they want 
it properly run.

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Had Your Brain Stormed Lately? 


A technique called “brainstorming” has be- 
come all the rage in the advertising field. 
“Brainstorming” is intended to corral all the 
ideas that may happen to be wandering about 
the brain at the moment, and cast them out for 
inspection.

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~ Ghana Is Born 

On Wednesday a new flag will appear in the 
world: horizontal red, yellow and green stripes 
with a black star in the center of the yellow. It 
will fly for the new nation of Ghana. 

Ghana was the name of an ancient African 
empire. Now it will serve for the area known 
as the British Gold Coast, which has roughly the 
population of Missouri and Arkansas and is 
somewhat smalfer in area. This colony is to be- 
come the first Negro dominion in the British 
Commonwealth of Nations and, like the other 
dominions, a free land. 

The story of Ghana is not alone a story of a 
rise from colonial status, but of a rise from 
slavery as well. The wealthy Gold Coast was 
once a source of the slave trade. Americans par- 
ticularly can judge this span of time. For many 
American citizens today might trace their ances- 
try to this section of Equatorial West Africa. 
And many citizens-to-be of Ghana were edu- 
cated in the United States. That is true of 
Prime Minister Kwame Nkrumah. 

For these reasons Vice President Nixon will 
attend the ceremonies in the bright modern 
tropical city of Accra. Many of Ghana's leaders 
hope, in addition, that the United States will be 
first to appoint an ambassador or minister. 

But to Great Britain goes the credit for care- 
ful tutelage which has raised one more colony 
to independence. Portuguese navigators first 
sought the ivory, gold and spice of the Coast. 
The British arrived in 1553, and in 1872 as- 
sumed sole control. In 1946 the whole Gold 
Coast, involving several territories, was com- 
bined under one government. 

Ghana begins life with the unitarian 
tages of democratic education and a 
language, for most Ghanans speak 
whatever their native tongue, There is also 
wealth of natural resources: diamonds, 
manganese, gold, bauxite, mahogany and rubber. 
But Dr. Nkrumah, when asked what would fol- 
low independence, surveyed the situation with

living standards.”

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The Way to Make Sure 


Mayor Raymond R. Tucker's distinguished rec- 
ord certainly should assure him of renomination 
over a third-rate politician like former Sheriff 
Thomas F. Callanan.

A Justice From Missouri 


Most Missourians can join heartily in thelr. 


two Senators’ acclaim for President Eisenhower's 
fourth appointment to the Supreme Court. 

Circuit Judge Charles Evans Whittaker of 
Kansas City will take to the highest bench a 
long experience as an active trial lawyer, capped 
by service on the federal district and circuit 
bench. 

The previous Eisenhower nominees to the 
Supreme Court—Chief Justice Warren and Jus- 
tices Harlan and Brennan—have set a high 
standard for Judge Whittaker to meet. 

While his trial experience should be invalu- 
able—it is said that he appeared in Kansas City 
courts nearly every day for 12 years—the truth 
is that his experience on the bench has been 
much shorter and less distinguished than that 
of many other judges who might have been 
chosen for elevation. Judge Whittaker was a 
district judge at Kansas City for less than two 
years and has been an appellate judge for less 
than a year. 

The nominee's reputation as a judge, there- 
fore, remains to be made. To the making of 
it he will bring what appears to be an excellent 
background of legal training and experience. 

Judge Whittaker refuses to appraise himself 
in terms of political and economic outlook. “I 
read the law only for understanding of what 
it means, and I apply and enforce it in accord- 
ance with my understanding of its meaning,” 
he says. We trust he would agree, however, that 
a justice’s understanding is deeply affected by 
what he conceives to be the proper functions 
of government and by how he approaches the 
great social, economic and political problems of 
his times. The law is a living thing and not 
an exercise in abstract doctrine. 
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Mr. Kottmeyer’s Rooms of 30 

The St. Louis School Board ought to see what 
ean be done about reducing classes in the ele- 
mentary grades to 30 pupils each along lines 
suggested’ by Assistant Superintendent William 
Kottmeyer. Mr. Kottmeyer says this step would 
greatly increase academic achievement. 

The pupil-teacher ratio currently runs 35 to 
1, and the School Board is committed to reduc- 
ing it to 32 to 1 by 1960. The system also oper- 
ates 40 “rooms of 20” under a program estab- 
lished in 1953 to help pupils who had not mas- 
tered fundamental skills. Mr. Kottmeyer reports 
that pupils in the small classes have progressed 
at twice the rate of those in regular classes. He 
thinks 20 might be an ideal class size but that 
the cost would run to twice what it takes to 
finance the current program. 

Since 20-pupil classes are obviously out of the 
question, for the moment at least, Mr. Kott- 
meyer suggests the system settle for classes of 
30. They would be economically more feasible 
and they would make it possible to achieve some 
of the gains of the “rooms of 20.” He suggests 
the change-over could begin with the first grade 
and be made one grade a year for eight years. 

Mr. Kottmeyer enjoys national standing in his 
field. The Board would. be wise to heed his ad- 
vice if at all possible.: The big question will be 
money. Some could be realized through 
the kind of internal reorganization recommended 
in the much-maligned Kearney report. Or the 
people could be for more taxes. Given 
the current compl of the Board the latter 
is the more likely.. Im any event, the proposal 
for rooms of 30 deserves the most careful 
exploration. | 
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Getting at the Roots 

The economie problems underlying the whole 
nursing-home issue \are beginning to be ap- 
proached in an organized way in the Missouri 
Legislature. 

Measures for increased benefit payments to 
recipients, and for low-cost, long-term building 
loans to operators, would deal with the matter 
from twe directions, 

The loans would enable individuals in private 
business to build and operate standard nursing 
homes; the increased assistance would help the 
beneficiaries to afford them. 

Uniess and until this guif between what is 
needed and what can be afforded is closed, 
increased regulatory requirements will, beyond 
reasonable limits, amount to demanding the 
impossible. That is what some legislators are 
beginning to realize, and what Gov. Blair has 
said on the subject indicates that he is cog- 
nizant of it also. 

Tightening of regulation must of course con- 
tinue.. But improving regulatory standards and 
enforcement, and improving economic conditions 
for dependent patients, must go forward to- 
gether. 

The bills before the Legislature need by no 
means represent the last thought on these prob- 
lems. They are, rather, only bases for dis- 
cussion and betterment.

Drivers cause accidents, but mostly it’s the way the interior 


improvements have been made, auto manufacturers are slow to 
adopt new ideas which make it safer to crash in an airplane. 


Paul W. Kearney in Harper’s Magazine 


Most of the safety improvements em- 
phasized in the 1957 cars are not design 
features but performance features: es- 
sentially what the race driver wants 
at speeds far beyond our street and 
highway limits. 

Despite all the hue and cry about the 
evils of fast driving, the majority of 
accidents do not happen at high speeds. 
The National Safety Council's study of 
685,000 accidents in one year revealed 
that 87 per cent occurred at 40 m.p.h. 
or less. 

From now on, 
improved design, 
more than perform- 
ance, is what can 
save lives. While 
driver behavior and 
performance may 
cause the accident, 
it is interior de- 
sign which may 
cause injuries or 
deaths. 

Upuntil last 
year, on this score, 
all American cars 
were about as safe 
as a World War I 
biplane. Actually, we've had light pri- 
vate planes for years which you can 
crash at 70 m.p.h. and walk away from. 
Yet most cars today can kill passengers 
at 35 m.p.h. 

A woman driver presumably fell 
asleep, went off the road, and hit a 
tree. Experts judged her speed at 
about 25 m.p.h. (from the condition of 
the car), yet she was killed instantly 
when the steering post was driven back 
614 inches as her body Went forward.

Plane Builders’ Prompt Response 


A suburbanite, driving the family 
maid to church, went through an inter- 
section at 20 m.p.h. and was struck 
amidships by another car moving at 
about the same speed. The impact 
sprung the right front door open, and 

e maid was jolted out and crushed 
to death under the rear wheel. 

Back in 1942 Hugh DeHaven, pioneer- 
ing in crash research, pointed out that 
a pilot’s chances of injury or death 
from striking some projection inside 
the cockpit of a plane were by far 
his greatest risk in a survivable crack- 
up. Aircraft manufacturers promptly 
proceeded (1) to remove or modify 
these lethal projections; (2) to fix 
the pilot so firmly in his seat that he 
wouldn’t keep right on moving after 
the plane had stopped. 

DeHaven’s Automotive Crash Injury 
Research group at Cornell University 
Medical College proceeded to apply the 
same logic to automobile design—but 
the industry refused to see any analogy. 

Of 600 accidents studied, proper car 
design could have been the lifesaver in 
503 (84 per cent). 


Gadgets That Crack Skulls 


A special analysis in Indiana of 130 
fatal accidents in which 153 people 
died sought to determine how many 
of these lives might have been saved 
by belts. The conclusion: 69 per cent 
definitely; another 12 per cent possibly. 


One result of these studies is now 
effort 


fresh-air intake far above the disgrace- 
ful level of other cars; Nash was prob- 
ably the first to offer safety belts— 
with few takers. Packard leads the 
field with its torsion-bar suspension, 
for superior handling, and its new non- 
slip differential, invaluable if you slide 
off onto a soft shoulder.

‘Chapter Says 50,000 Face 
Persecution. 


A resolution calling for in- 
ternational action on behalf of 
50,000 “doomed” Jews in Egypt 
was adopted by the St. Louis 
Council of the American Jew- 
ish Congress yesterday. 

The resolution said those 
Jews “face a fate equal to that 
‘of the Jews in Nazi Germany 
20 years ago,” and urged diplo-

stop their “persecution,” 

Other resolutions, approved 
by about 500 persons attending 
the meeting at the Chase Hotel, 
called for an end of the “state 
of belligerency” on the part of 
President Nasser of Egypt in 
his relations with Israel, and 
for federal action to stop “vio- 
lence, intimidation and defi- 
ance of law” in the South on 
'desegregation of schools.

Mikan’s Offer 
For the Lakers 


MINNEAPOLIS, March 4 
{(AP)—A slightly agitated 
George Mikan, his offer to buy 
the Minneapolis Lakers turned 
down by his _former boss, 
planned a meeting with a Min- 
neapolis business group today 
as a deadline neared for a 
change in Laker ownership.

FTER spending three 

months at Wasserleonburg 

and taking several short 
trips’ about Austria and into 
Hungary and Czechoslovakia, 
David and I decided to go to 
Paris. There we took a small 
apartment in the Hotel Meu- 
rice. 

While we were in the midst 
of finding and establishing a 
home for ourselves in France, 
there came an interruption — 
one that was to have unfore- 
seen repercussions: We decided 
to make a trip to Germany as 
David was anxious to see the 
developments in low-cost hous- 
ing there. 

The idea for the trip orig- 
inated with Charles Bedaux, 
and he first broached it to Da- 
vid at the Chateau de Cande, 
just before the wedding. Mr. 
Bedaux knew of David's interest 
in housing projects in Britain 
and of his visits to Austria, 
France, Denmark and Sweden 
to study pioneering experiments 
in this field. .When, therefore, 
he suggested that David might 
find it stimulating to see the 
remarkable things that were 
being done by the Germans in 
this field, David’s curiosity was 
instantly whetted. 

David forgot about the invita- 
tion until, in September, we 
stopped with Charles and Fern 
Bedaux at their shooting lodge 
in Hungary. ‘Mr. Bedaux now 
informed David that he had 
heard from his German indus- 
trialist friends that they would 
be glad to show David the more 
important German housing in- 
novations. 

He insisted that all this could 
be done without David's having 
to worry about becoming in- 
volved in any Nazi propaganda 
schemes. 

We started out by train early 
in October, and went straight 
to Berlin. That the British Gov- 
ernment was dissociating itself 
from our visit was evident the 
instant we got off the train at 
the Friedrichstrasse Station. 
While a number of German 
officials headed by Dr. Robert 
Ley, the leader of the Nazi Na- 
tional Labor Front, were on the 
platform to welcome us, only a 
third secretary from the British 
Embassy, Mr. (later Sir) Geof- 
frey Harrison, met us. 

It now turned out that our 
German guide was not to be an 
industralist, as Bedaux had 
assured us, but Dr. Ley, who 
was also the Nazi official re- 
sponsible for housing projects. 
We had been told that Dr. Ley, 
as a young man in the chaos 
of Germany after the First 
World War, had been a fanatic 
Communist who had switched 
around to become a Nazi, an 
anti-Communist fighter, and a 
wrecker of the Weimar Repub- 
lic. To my American eyes, he 
was a fourflusher. 

Our meeting with Field Mar- 
shal Goering followed a few 
days later. An invitation to join 
him and Frau Goering for tea 
at Karinhalle, his country place 
40 miles from Berlin, was ex- 
tended to us out of the blue. 
A Luftwaffe officer came to 
fetch us. Goering, in an im- 
maculate white uniform, with 
rows of medal ribbons across 
his tunic, and Frau Goering met 
us at the door. They led us to 
a large hall with contemporary 
furniture, and we had tea at a 
massive round table wide enough 
to dance on. 

Only once did international 
politics intrude during the 
course of the visit. In the li- 
brary, above the mantel, was a 
map of Germany, with its na- 
tional frontiers marked off, and 
Germany colored green, While 
Goering was showing me a 
trophy from his days as an ace 
in the First World War, David 
strolled across the room to 
study the map. 

Just then a servant entered 
the library to hand a message 
to the Field Marshal. While he 
was reading it, I caught a sig- 
nal from David. As I joined 
him beside the map, he whis- 
pered, “Look quickly at Austria. 
Frontier’s gone.” 

The green of Germany had 
indeed overflowed the entire 
expanse of Austria, clear be- 
yond Vienna. 

Goering came across the 
room, and commented, “This 
is a very interesting map. 
Your German cartographers 
seem to have novel, and I might 
add, expansive ideas.” 


The rolls of flesh on Goer-., 


ing’s face puckered into mirth. 
“Ho, ho,” he cried, “you refer, 
Sir, to the incorporation of Aus- 
tria into Germany. Well, I 
needed a new map, and since 
Austria will soon join Germany 
— voluntarily, of course —it 
seemed more economical to an- 
ticipate the event.” 

When the Anschluss took 
place five months later, David 
remarked, “Those German car- 
tographers certainly had _ it 
right. But Goering: has a

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strange idea of what ‘voluntary’ 
means.” 

Still under the aegis of the 
flamboyant Dr. Ley, David and 
I went on to Dresden, Nuern- 
berg, Stuttgart and Munich, 
looking into workers’ houses, 
hospitals and youth camps. On 
the way, we met many leading 
Nazis, among them Heinrich 
Himmler, boss of the Gestapo; 
Rudolph Hess, who was then 
being pointed out as Hitler's 
heir apparent, and Goebbels, 
the clubfooted mastermind of 
the Nazi propaganda mills. 

On the day before we were 
to leave Germany, while we 
were in Munich, we were sud- 
denly notified that the Fuehrer 
would like to have us for tea 
at Berchtesgaden that after- 
noon. 

The trip to Berchtesgaden 
was made in the company of 
Hess, who was to give us a din- 
ner at his home in Munich that 
same evening. At Berchtes- 
gaden we were met by Hitler's 
interpreter, Dr. Paul Schmidt, 
and Hitler’s car, 
were whirled up a steep moun- 
tain road to his Bavarian lodge.

E entered alarge drawing 
W room, one entire side of 
which was given overto an 
enormous window looking out 
over the Bavarian Alpsinto the 
sunny valleys of Austria. The 
room was decorated with dark, 
rather heavy modern furniture. 
Presently, an aide appeared to 
say that the Fuerhrer would re- 
ceive the Duke of Windsor, and 
David went off with Schmidt. 
The interview was supposed 
to last half an hour. I stayed 
behind with Hess, who tried to 
entertain me with talk about 
music, which he loved. The 
half hour passed and then be- 
came an hour, with no sign of 
David. Hess became agitated, 


_ and, excusing himself hurriedly, 


he went off to telephone his 
wife that we should be late. 
While he was gone, David re- 
turned with Hitler. . 

On the way back to Munich, 
when we were momentarily 
alone, I asked David whether 
he had had an interesting talk 
with Hitler. 

“Yes, very,” he answered, 
riffling through the pages of a 
magazine. 

“You were with him one 
hour. What did you talk about?” 

“He did most of the talking.” 

“Well, what did he talk 
about?” 

“Oh, the usual stuff. What 
he’s trying to do for Germany 
and to combat Bolshevism.” 

“What did he say about Bol- 
shevism?” 

“He’s against it.”

And that was about all that 
I ever did get out of David 
about his meeting with Adolf 
Hitler. 


Back in Paris in late Octo- 
ber, we resumed the search for 
a house, interrupting it for a 
short stay on the Riviera for 
Christmas. Katherine and Her- 
man Rogers, who were away, 
kindly put Villa Lou Viei at our 
disposal, and we had a pleasant 
week there. 


That winter of 1937-38 was 
gray and dreary. Every day I 
was out in the environs of Pa- 
ris, tramping through houses of 
all kinds and styles of architec- 
ture. Finally, when I was on 
the verge of despair, I hap- 
pened to show Davida house in 
Versailles. To my utter aston- 
ishment, he exclaimed, “This, 
though not ideal, will do until 
we get this country versus city 
living straightened out between 
us.” It was a relief to be in a 
house of my own again. 


Late in the spring of 1938 
we vacated the Versailles house, 
returned to the Riviera and took 
a 10-year lease on La Croe, a 
beautiful white villa standing 
on a small eminence overlook- 
ing the sea. It had a tennis 
court, a swimming pool cut into 
the rocks on the shore, and a 
garden. 

La Croe was partly furnished; 
and between David's possessions 
at the Fort and York House 
and what I had at Cumberland 
Terrace there seemed to me 
quite enough to make an ade- 
quate beginning. It gave a lift 
to my spirit to see David re- 
joicing in the recreation of his 
familiar surroundings at the 
Fort and at York House. While 
I could not hope to reproduce 
on the Riviera ‘the splendor of 
the life into which David had 
been born, at least he seemed 
happy in his new role of hus- 
band and man of the house. 

But I must in frankness say 
that he continued to see the 
role in somewhat Royal terms.

“self-addressed” as you use 
it in your column, Sometime ago 
I read an item pointing out that 
there is nothing properly called 
a “self-addressed envelope.”

ANSWER: That was a little 


gem of misinformation you 
picked up. Not only is the 
phrase ‘self-addressed enve- 


lope” used frequently in this 
column, it is used correctly. 
The word “self” in such com- 
pounds may be considered eith- 
er as the subject of the action, 
as in “self-appointed,” or as ob- 
ject of the action, as in “self- 
restraint” or “self-addressed.” 
Whoever wrote the item you 
mention must have known only 
of the subjective sense of “self” 
in such compounds.

“Complected,” however, § fee 
mains simply an illiteracy, when 
used for “complexioned.”, No 
careful speaker would use it, 
There is, however, a perfectly 
good word “complected,” medan- 
ing interwoven or intertwined.

Round-the-World Trip 


For Former St. Louisan

NEW YORK, March 4. 

HE FIRST LAP of a trip around the world began last 
T week for one of New York's most famous former St. 

Louisans, Mrs. Henry Ittleson. Octogenarian, hum@hi- 
tarian and inveterate traveler, nationally known for her 
work in the mental health 
field for more than half 
of her 81 years, Mrs. Ittle- 
son is a tourist with a pur- 
pose; to know people. 
Her quest took her to 
Russia last summer, to 
Turkey the year before. 
This time she will. concen- 
trate her energies on the 
Far East, after first show- 
ing Europe to her travel- 
ing companion, her sister- 
in-law, Mrs. Harry Frank. 

Their itinerary, all by air, 
includes successive stops 
in London, Paris, Rome, 
Athens and Istanbul, followed by Pakistan and five, weeks 
in India. As a representative of the World Federation for 
Mental Health, Mrs. Ittleson meets with those of similar 
intent wherever she goes. But on this trip her friends, 
Eleanor Roosevelt and Madame Pandit, have armed her 
. with letters of introduction to many others—teachers, doc- 
ters, lawyers, sociologists and government officials, includ- 
ing Premier Jawaharlal Nehru, and lay people in every 
walk of life. 

They will'go into the villages as well as the cities, and 
in Qelhi have arranged to join Everett Clinchy, president 
of the National Conference of Christians and Jews, and his 
wife, and Dr. Arthur Holly Compton, former chancellor of 
Washington University, and Mrs. Compton. Dr. Clinchy 
will be in India in connection with a series of seminars on 
brotherhood in which the Americans may take part.

RS. [TTLESON and Mrs. Frank will leave the others 
M to go to Ceylon, and from there to Burma, Thailand,

out the Far East they will continue to meet mental health 
representatives, doctors, teachers, etc. According to plan, 
they will also be meeting comfortable weather with each 
move farther eastward, and will land back in New York 
about June. Later in the summer Mrs. Ittleson will fly to 
Burope again for the annual conference of the World Fed- 
eration for Mental Health in Copenhagen. 

Slight of stature and imbued with an energy that be- 
lies her age, Mrs. Ittleson travels at a pace that would undo 
the average tourist. She keeps a continuous journal. Her 
day begins at 7 o'clock breakfast after which the previous 
day's notes are transcribed and typed, and copies are mailed 
back to her sons, Lee and Henry Ittleson Jr., in New York. 
They in turn send copies to interested persons in the 
mental health field, including the Henry Ittleson Center 
for Child Research at Riverdale, N.Y., which Mrs, Ittleson 
and her sons founded and of which she is chairman, The 
story of her trip last summer highlighted a recent meeting 
of the Menninger Foundation board, of which she is a 
member. She went to Russia with other representatives of 
the world mental health group and they were the first peo- 
ple in the field to be admitted to the Soviet Union.

First Ste 
On Bill for 
Civil Rights 


By Eleanor Roosevelt 


NEW YORK. 
N article I read the other 
day took the liberals of the 
United States to task for 
their lack of fighting spirit and 
clarity. 

The writer felt there are only 
two really important causes for 
which liberals should fight. One 
is peace of the world and the 
other is freedom of thought and 
expression. He contended that 
modern liberals lack courage 
and that there are none who 
can stand up with George 
Norris and Bob La Follette and 
other giants of liberalism of 
the old days. 

I would agree, I think, that 
concentration on one or two im- 
portant points of policy and 
fighting for them is better than 
a scattering of strength. But I 
also think we live in more 
complicated times which make 
it more difficult to speak out 
clearly than was the case 50 
years ago. 

- 


* * 

ONE STEP seems to have 
been taken in getting a civil 
rights bill through Congress, 
and this the liberals should 
support, even though it may not 
provide an opportunity to deal 
with one fundamental difficulty 
which I will dwell on_ later. 

The bill provides for the ap- 
pointment of an assistant at- 
torney general in the Depart- 
ment of Justice in charge of 
civil rights. It would give to 
the Federal Government new 
enforcement powers to prose- 
cute anyone who intimidates or 
coerces a voter in an election 
where a federal office is at 
stake. 


_ . * 

IT IS HERE that the difficul- 
ty I mentioned comes up. I 
wonder if this provision would 
cover the situation in certain 
states where the state govern- 
ment makes voter registration 
practically impossible for Ne- 
gro citizens by laying down cer- 
tain rules that must be com- 
plied with before a voter can 
register. 

Some changes were made in 
the bill to make it more palata- 
ble to Southerners, but on the 
whole it went through the 
House Judiciary sub-committee 
in a form which satisfied its 
sponsors. 

If it succeeds in passing the 
full committees of both House 
and Senate, we will turn our 
attention to the Senate, where 
the real civil rights fight will 
begin.
